TWO PAPERS WERE READ AT 
PHYSICAL SOCIETY MEETING 
HELD ON TUESDAY AFTERNOON 

Mr. Scott Spoke on "Expansion of Solutions of Gelatine in Water" 
and Dr. Barnes on "Expansion of Mercury in Quartz" 



The Physical .Society held it* regu- 
lar meeting on Tuesday afternoon In 
the Physics Building, Mr. Scott, the 
first speaker, gave a brief account of 
some research work he bad done last 
spring on ill,' "Expansion of Solutions 

of Gelatine in Water," and nr. Barnes 
described an investigation of thé "Ex. 
panalon of Mercury in Quarts," car- 
ried out recently by Mr. C. I!. James, 
late demonstrator in the Department 
of Physit .-. 

In the former experiment, gelatine 
was dissolved in hot water to form a 
solution of predetermined concentra- 
tion, which was next drawn into a 
spiral glass tube, one end of which 
was then sealed. This was placid in 
a water bath which could undergo 
small changes uf temperature from 

r.ero to 10 dig. C. A small amount 
of oil Was placed above liie gelatine 
in the open end of the glass tube, and 
the meniscus of the nil layer was ob- 
served through a microscope. The 
•XpAnslon of tin- gloss was obtained 
by observing tin- apparent expansion 
of water 111 it, and Comparing this 
with the known true expansion, Cur- 
ves were exhibited showing the abso- 
lute expansion, between the above li- 
mits of temperature, or two, six, and 
ten per cent, solutions of gelatine in 
water. 

lit the second paper, the twn metb>| 
ods of obtaining the absolute expan- 
sion of mefCUr) w ere described. In I 
the first case, I>ub,ng and Petlt'S bal-! 
ancing method, a hot column of the 
liquid is balanced against h cool col-' 
urnn. the two being connected by a- 
narrow tube, ami the heights are mea- 
sured. In tin second or dllatomcter 
method, the liquid is allowed to over- 
flow from a Vessel, usually made of 
quartz, and the weight i s noted, but in 1 
this case the expansion of the con- 1 



taintng vessel must be ascertained. 
Callendar obtained un accurate value 

of the expansion of mercury by a 
careful experiment, using the first 
method which gave g slightly higher 
result. Callendar then examined the 
expansion of quartz and seemed to ob- 
tain evidence showing that the expan- 
sion was different in different direc- 
tions. When allowances for this were 
made, the two results were brought 
into harmony. To test his conclu- 
sions, Callendar performed tlie ex- 
periment again, using a quartz dilato- 
meter, and was finally convinced that 

the expansion of quarts was the same 
in all directions, and that a discrepan- 
cy existed between the two results, 
which has not yet been explained. 
Callendar took his observations to — 
10 den. ('. James observed (he ex- 
pansion from zero to — 38 dog. C. by 
using the following apparatus. The 
quartz dllatomeler was kepi In a bath 
of alcohol which whs constantly stir- 
red. This bath COUld be cooled to any 
desired temperature between the Ii- 
mils by drawing liquid air through a 
spiral tube surrounding the bath. Re« 

pealed tests showed that the volume 

or tin- dllatomeler wns constant at 

zero. The expulsion of mercury be- 
tween zero and Mm deg. C. was deter- 
mined several times. The expansion 
from ..37 dog., -3d deg., —Jo ,| P g. to 
z, t o was determined Very carefully by 
the above method To ascertan the 
expansion of quart/, between these li- 
mits. Mr. N. E. wheeier reviewed a 
large amount of work performed by 

various observers on this subject'. 
When corrections were applied, the 
results obtained by James agreed very 
favourably with those obtained by 
Callendar when extrapolated, using 
the quarts dllatomeler.

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Those Exams. 

The perennial discussion of the respective merits of final examin- 
ations as against a series of quizzes each contributing a certain per- 
centage of the total marks and occurring at intervals during a course, 
is always a live one. The tendency of educationalists for some time 
past has been to substitute the second of these methods for the more 
time-honored one. but the advocates of the grand final test are many, 
and have much to say for their cause. There is no question but that 
working steadily with a view to a definite examination, necessarily 
preceeded by a review of the subject as a whole, gives one a sense of 
perspective to be gained in no other way, and training in point of view 
and sense of proportion is what we come to college for. Moreover, 
the moral value of this method is great, the student is thrown on his 
own resources and forms his own habits of study, indispensible train- 
ing for men who are to advance human knowledge in their special 
fields. The three examples of this system which come first to mind 
are certainly weighty ones — the Oxford finals, the Ph.D. finals at 
Harvard and elsewhere, and the Law finals at McGill. 

In favor of periodical quizzes it is rightly urged that the argu- 
ments just used apply, as a rule, to mature students only ; the major- 
ity of College men cannot accept the responsibility of study with no 
spur but the distant prospect of an examination. The result is a year's 
loaf followed by a most dangerous type of dissipation, the big 
cram, where the material is neither understood nor digested, and al- 
most immediately forgotten. The final, loo, gives an unfair advan- 
tage to a particular type of individual ability, at the expense of men 
who have a better grasp of the subject and in the long run aie more 
capable. The examination is a nervous strain intensified by long and 
unpleasant anticipations; moreover, many courses have natural divi- 
sions in them, when examinations might quite well be held. 

As is usual in such discussions, the way out seems to be by a com- 
promise. AVith mature students it seems unreasonable to enforce the 
professors' whims and particular ideas of study on the men by means 
of frequent tests which become merely a nuisance. With younger 
students the quizz acts as a valuable spur, and helps to bridge the 
rather dangerous gap between High School with a master's ever- 
watchful eye. and college with ils "go-as-you-please" methods. As 
• rule, it will probably be quite safe for the Faculty to consult the 
ideas of individual classes as to what their particular needs are.

1 have often heard it said by ardent advocates of student athletics 
that a university comes into more prominence and attracts more un- 
dergraduates to its doors by having a championship football team than 
by the achievements of its most learned scholars in the fields of 
science and letters. Be that as it may I have not the slightest doubt 
that quite as many people on this continent have taken an interest in 
McGill through the exploits of to-day's "Tin Gods" as have done so 
through the researches and publications of our most famous teachers. 
If, indeed, a championship football learn is good advertising for a 
university then we must refer to George F. Laing a? our champion 
press agent. Nevertheless our hero would be the last man in the 
world that one would choose to act in such a capacity, for he can 
never be persuaded to say a word about his own achievements, but 
stands as a shining expounder ol the ancient dictum that, "Deeds 
speak louder than words." Our star half back is truly a modest man. 
1 know of a fellow-student of his who worked alongside George in 
the dissecting room for a year and never knew that he played foot- 
ball. And yet this is the player on whose account the keener mem- 
bers of the "Rooters' Club" would abandon our classical motto in 
favour of the more modern, picturesque, and appropriate phrase, 
"Let George do it." 

George Laing was born at Windsor, Ont., in 1893 and educated 
at Trinity College School, Port Hope. He came to McGill five 
years ago and entered the Fatuity of Medicine. In his sophomore 
year he first jumped into prominence as a member of the senior rugby 
team when McGill's outside wings, Laing and Lewis, became known 
as the greatest pair in Canadian football. George earned the reputa- 
tion of being the fastest outside wing in the game, and no matter how 
far that famous punter F.ric Billington booted the ball down the field 
Laing was never far behind it. His record of intercepted passes will 
piobably never be equalled and once he gets away with the ball there 
is little chance of his being overtaken. 

Laing played outside wing for two seasons and was then tried out 
on the back division. He has now developed into a long distance 
punter and can place his kicks with skill. In addition he has a safe 
pair of hands and with all these accomplishments naturally stands at 
the top of the list among half backs. In fact, he has an international 
reputation and his famous run in ihe Queen's game at Kingston this 
year was chronicled at length in American newspapers. 

George is deservedly popular and in addition to class and faculty 
offices lias held the captaincy and the presidency of the football club 
and the presidency of the Intercollegiate Rugby Union. Records 
compiled for last year's "Annual" showed him to be the youngest 
man in his class; but youth has proved no handicap and in his studies 
he ranks among those whose efforts tend to show that athletics and 
scholarship are not incompatible. 

I had almost forgotten to mention that our hero is also a tennis 
player. Besides figuring on two intercollegiate rugby championship 
aggregations and a possible third, he led a McGill tennis team to vic- 
tory over Toronto, Queen's, and R.M.C. a year ago. He has also 
won the Provincial Championship and the Montreal Cup against the 
best players of Quebec, thus establishing a record for versatility in 
combining a mastery of two such different forms of sport as football 
and tennis. 

George graduates this year and we hate to see him go. No one 
Will be more missed; for. with his departure, we feel we are losing 
one who has done much for McGill football, not merely by his abii- 
Uy as a player, which has gained the admiration of his bitterest op- 
ponents on the field, but also by the clean-cut, sportsmanlike manner 
in winch he plays, which has earned their respect.

will, to the bitter end 

NATIONAL HONOR, 
i. First ami foremost, then, wi an I 

fighting for our national honor. Some 
seventy-five years ago, when Belgium 
became u separate state we solemnly 
guaranteed bet independence and neu- 
trality. About thirty >eafs later, after 
a dispute Which marly involved France 
and Prussia in war. we likewise guar- 
anteed the independcnci and neutrality 1 

of Luxemburg. Great Britain, and the 
other great power* which Joined in 
these treaties, did so because tin y were 
just in themselves, and m order to 
avoid a European war then and in tic 
future. Prussia, which now guides and 
dominates lêTinany. was a partner 
with ourselves in the guarantee, False 
to her pledge, she has violated the- In- 
dependence and neutrality ol Belgium 
and Luxemburg, for no hitter reason 
than that she thus gained a military 
ail\ niitttgo m i r France. 

Now. it treaties ate thus io in broken 
with Impunity, If the mosl Bolemn in- 
ternational agreements can he thrown 
aside the moment they prove irksome 

to a Kreai militai'} power, what be- 
comes of ail International morality? 

Treaties are the means of ending wars, 
or are the peaceable solution ol ques- 
tions likely localise a war. if they can 
he broken as soon as it sails ., partner 

to break them, of what valut uri thej 
if national obligations arc to he count- 
ed as naught, «e an reduced at once 
to a perpetual State ol war, or an al- 
most equally disastrous risk of war. 
The maintenance of treaties is ess, ii- 
tial to the peace of the world; ami the 

state which wantonly breaks them is 

guilty of a crime U gainst humanity. 
The 'Concert of 'Europe,' the Court ol 
Arbitration at the liague, and all simi- 
lar contrivances for maintaining peace, 

vanish llki dreams if International 
pledges are not to h, observed, Nor 

docs the effcpl ol such conduct as that 

of Germany stop then , if init rnatlonal 
morality is regarded as ol no account, 
a hu.iy y blow Is dealt ai commercial 
and private morality as well Tlv 
reign of law, the greatest mark of 
civilisation, is maimed in all Its parts. 
We should not tolerate, because yye 
cannot i#lord to tolerate, such condui t 
between man and man. Why should 
we condone it between nation ami 
nation'. 1 

Various efforts have been made to 
excuse tin conduct of Germany with 
regard to Belgium, II Is said thai, 

if the Herman armies had been allowed 

io march through Belgium, they would 
have done her no harm. Germany of- 
fered to promise that, m lh.it case, 
Belgium should receive hack lor terri, 
tory and her Independence at the end 
of the war. with com pi nsatlon for tem- 
porary inconvenience and loss. But 

what security was there that such n 
restoration would take place.' What 
trust could hi: placed in the promis, s 
of a nation wnlcll, in the very act of 

Invading Belgium, flagrantly broke Its 
word? Tin same plea of "necessity" 
w hich was In Id to Justify that breach 
of faith, would have excused any snh- 
BCtiuent repudiation or promises made. 

Further, Germany excuses her ac- 
tion by declaring that she only violated 
Belgium's neutrality because Franw 

intended to do so, and had made ar- 

rangements Willi Belgium for this pur- 
pose. Where is the proof ol this.' No 
prool whatever has been offered. The 

thing is. indeed, absurd, Why should 

Belgium hue given Prance the ad- 
vantages which sin refused to Qer» 
many, thus exposing herself to all the 
horrors of a German invasion, which in 
Hint case would have been Justified 7 
The real reason oi Germany's action is

Put 
the conduct of Germany inwards BeU 
glum is only one of many Instances 
which slain the history of Prussia. We 
need not no hack more than fifty years. 
Winn Bismarck, the "man of blood and 
iron." came to power, his first care 
was to strengthen Hie army. The first 
«ieat si. p towards the malting of the 
German ISropire was taken in Hit, 
when Schleswig ami llolsteln were lorn 
away from penmartt hi Prussia and 
Austria. Then came Hie quarrel with 
Austria over the spoils ol war. and the 
conflict of I Mel, In which Austria was 
crushed, ami Pr issia became the ack- 
nowledged head uf Germany finally, 
In 1870, Bismarck drove Prance into 
war, overthrew her by force of arms, 
annexed the provinces of Alsace and 

Lorraine, ami created Hie new German 
Empire, All these triumphs Were won 
by military force: ami it yyas char 
i liai German acquisitions could only 

I» In Id hy the SWOl'd, or by a diplo- 
macy which had the most powerful 
army in Europe lo hack it. Thus, 
militarism became more than ever Ute 
dominant influence in Germany; and 
German security seemed to Hie Ger- 
mans themsi Ives m depend entirely on 
military force. It is tin, that, after tho 
French war. Germany remained at 
pi.ice for more i ha ii forty years: hut 
the 11111111111' machine, tested in three 

triumphant wars, was perfected In 
pcaci Towards tin- end ot Bismarck's 
life, a policy oi colonial expansion was 

ilopled; Oermnn Iritlusffy ami com- 
merce grew he leaps and hounds: and 
finally a great fleet was created. 

Tin main object of this fleet I* plain 
enough io everyone now- was meant 
for Hie nu vitublc conflict with Eng- 
land Inevitable, because England 

st i in the wuy of Oermnn ambitions, 

which aimed at nothing less than the 
domination of the world! Inevitable 
also, because Germany meant that con- 
flict i m when Prance should be 

crushed ami a good opportunity arose. 
Tin- meat historian and political writer, 
Tn iischke. wrote years ago;- "We 
have settled with Austria: we have 
settled with Prune : thai last and 
hanhst settlement, that with England, 
is vet to coin, " Ami it is now char 
thai for years past Germany has been 
preparing and working for this end 
Put the destruction of Francr, ami 
afterwards thai ol England, could only 
heacconipiish.d by overpowering mili- 
tari ami naval force. And thai Is why 

Germany is primarily ami fundament- 
ally a military state,
